day according to the intérpreta- 
tion each paper putS on them. 
As a result neither the ‘public or 
merchants or- ‘any~ -concerned- 
know just exactly where they 
are at or what is expected of 
them. 

If the best results are to be 
obtained there should. be some 
system adopted whereby of- 
ficial notices, signed by some one 
in authority, and outlining plain- 
ly their intentions, should be 


' placed before those concerned. 


_ Since almost all lines of busi- 
ness, especially those concerning 
food stu e now operated 
under dominion license, tlfe gov- 
ernment must have a tab on all 
of them. It should, therefore,
